ws Missour1 Grand Championship 


The Missouri State Fair held at Sedalia August 14 to 21 
proved an occasion that will not soon be forgotten. The rain 
man decreed a moist period, however, the greatly improved high- 
way systems aided in making a record attendance possible. The 
crowds were about all that could comfortably be taken care of, 
Thursday seeing something better than 70,000 pass the gates; other 
days brought forth larger crowds than had been anticipated. 

The general line of exhibits including farm machinery was 
up to standard, horses about as usual, while cattle and swine 
registered scarcely normal with sheep going over the top in good 
shape. As for mules, there is no greater show on earth than that 
put on at Sedalia annually. This section of the state being famous 
the world over for the quality of mules produced. 

The dairy cattle show was exceptionally good as to quality. 
Coming on down to the beef cattle section, we found a wonderful 
lot of both Shorthorns and Herefords, the latter holding first 
place as to numbers with Aberdeen-Angus in second position. In 
the latter quality was abundant and it was apparent from the 
start that Judge Grover Moritz would find as good material lined 
up before him as would grace any show ring in the country this 
season. There were a number of small groups of Missouri cattle 
present and many of them were of good type and quality but 
lacked in the finish and bloom of the veteran show herds of Henry 
Schmuecker and Carl A. Rosenfield of Iowa and the 
Oklahoma herd of Judge Fullerton and Sons. 


The aged bull class brought out four entrants and was headed 
by the 1925 International grand champion bull Playman of Sun- 
beam shown by S. C. Fullerton & Sons, of Miami, Oklahoma. He 
exhibited wonderful bloom and save for a few minor points is 
fully as good if not better than last year. The next class of five 
bulls was headed by Black Art S. from the Schmuecker herd of 
‘owa, he is perhaps one of the smoothest of lowset bulls out this 
season. The June to December 1924 class had three out and they 
were real ones. Arney Peer of Sunbeam a decidedly typey, mellow 
bull, well covered in all sections was placed over Rosenfeld’s last 
year’s winner, Eventually, who is showing in excellent form. 

The first bull class for 1925 brought four out and was headed 
by another Schmuecker bull, a son of Bandolier 2d, and a typey, 
lowset individual, a good handler. The June to September class 
was made up of five splendid specimens and was headed by Ban- 
dolier’s Blackcap also from the Schmuecker herd and a son of the 
old bull and Blackcap McHenry 133d. He had plenty bone, was 
well balanced, smooth as an apple and well covered, defeating the 
Fullerton bull Emir 2d of Sunbeam, an outstanding individual. 
The calf section showed six head of dandies and the blue fell to 
Rosengift with Balso, a right good prospect. 

Playman of Sunbeam was made senior and grand champion 
and Bandolier’s Blackcap proved to be the junior champion and 

contender for highest honors.

The North Iowa Fair swung into being 
with a bang. The exhibits were very good 
in every division, hogs, sheep, horses and 
cattle, both dairy and beef.

The Harrison Stock Farms, of 
Woodland, California, made their first stop 
here and the only other exhibitor was a 
young man making his first showing of 
pure bred breeding cattle. This was Grant 
Ulum of Swaledale, Iowa, who has a small 
herd of twenty cows and heifers headed by 
Blackcap Bocaldo 346456, a McHenry Black- 
cap bull. He had eight head out, including 
a very fine young cow. His cattle naturally 
iacked the finish of the big show herd, 
nevertheless the young man was game and 
showed the best he had. A lad like this is 
certain to win, for he will come _ back 
stronger every succeeding year. The Har- 
rison cattle were in fine condition and the 
sixteen head added to the local herd made 
one of the best showings in the cattle barns. 


Glencarnock Revolution 9th was looking 
fine in the stalls before the judging took 
place as was the great old champion cow, 
Blackbird of Dallas. Blackcap Bess of 
Glencarnock, showing in the two year old 
class, is an exceptionally smooth, even- 
fleshed individual, nicely turned all around 
and looked to be a very promising contender 
in some of the big shows of the season.

A Story Involving the Life Work of Builders 


Hills, dales and babbling brooks but added to the interest of 
a short journey through sunburnt blue grass pastures to the shady 
spots beneath the wide spreading oaks and American elms where 
rested the small groups of sleek Doddies that soon were to be 
assembled for public appraisal in the Robert Larmer contribution 
to the Larmer-Davis draft sale to be held at the farm near Mary- 
ville, Missouri, on September 28th. 

The luxuriant pastures of early spring had been deprived of 
the necessary amount of rainfall to make them good as they 
should be at this season of the year, nevertheless the cattle ap- 
peared in good condition so buyers will be able to see them just 
as they are, right off the short pastures. It seems that the par- 
ticular section in and around Maryville has been exceedingly short 
on rain this season and it is for that reason that both Mr. Larmer 
and Mr. Davis have decided to combine their efforts to make this 
sale really worth while. 

One pasture contained a group of chaice cows with calves 
at foot, sired by either Bandro B. or Elvan 2d. Bandro B. is a 
McHenry Blackbird sired by Bandro, a son of Protine who was 
sired by Baden Lad, the side of three International grand cham- 
pion cows. Protine is also the sire of Earl Marshall, who has 
sired four International grand champion bulls and an International 
grand champion cow. Bandro B.’s dam is Clippard’s Blackbird 
and she is by Black Edward B., a grandson of both Edward R., a 
winner at the Chicago International in 1906 and Black Woodlawn, 
sire of the International grand champion bull Erwin C, the sire of 
Enlate and others; and Oakville Quiet Lad, an International grand 
champion, who sired Idolmere, another International grand cham- 
pion. Elvan 2d is an Enchantress Trojan Erica, sired by Elzevin 
whose grandsire, Baden Blackcap, is by Baden Lad, while his ma- 
ternal grandsire is by Imp. Earl Eric of Ballindalloch. His dam 
is Eblina 5th and her grandsire is Belfast by Black Woodlawn and 
her maternal grandsire is Imp. Earl Eric of Ballindalloch, by Ebla- 
mere. From cows of this kind, mated with such bulls, the calves 
may be expected to make good most anywhere. 

Around the hills to another pasture was a pleasant trip, and 
what was discovered at the brink of the brook here was certainly 
inspiring. A splendid bunch of heifers, all in good condition and 
the makings of real Aberdeen-Angus cows. The old imported cow 
Bandy Maid of Tullochgribban, a Miss Burgess that has given a 
good account of herself was in this lot, and with her a 1922 daugh- 
ter, Maid of Oakdale 2d, by Enlate by Erwin C by Black Wood- 
lawn.

At the far end of the group stood a growthy, attractive heifer 
that proved to be Elmland Elba 8th, an October, 1925, heifer sired 
by Elburn 4th, a richly bred Elba bull by Estonian by Eston of 
Denison.

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es Mar king of Top Beef Grades 


There are two sides to most any question. Usually the ulti- 
mate purpose of either is how best to serve mankind. It seems 
to the Aberdeen-Angus Journal that such a situation prevails in 
the better beef campaign now before the public. The object of 
those fostering the movement is to serve that public with a piece 
of government-branded goods, thus guaranteeing the quality. 
There are those who object to the marking of a few top grades, 
demanding instead that every grade shall bear the government 
stamp. Again there are those who desire that the meat situation 
be handled exactly as it has in the past been carried on. Naturally 
enough there is room for discussion, and the Journal believes that 
much good will result from such public discussion through the 

ress. 
' Of course, the vast bulk of beef will not grade “prime” as 
required ‘by the new plan. Moreover it will no doubt be a good 
many years before the bulk average can be raised to that point 
where it can be marked “good.” In the meantime all beef pro- 
duced from whatever source will be consumed. Because of the 
fact that the majority tonnage eminating from the feedlots and 
ranges fails to meet the requirements of the top grades, the Jour- 
nal can see no logical reason why the majority tonnage should 
hold in abeyance those who desire to lead off in this new move- 
ment which is intended solely to increase the consumption of beef. 

There is no question but that a vastly greater tonnage of 
prime beef can be disposed of through proper labeling and a care- 
fully planned advertising program. This fact, as the Journal 
views the matter is not in the least going to disrupt the majority 
product and its system of marketing. On the other hand, the in- 
creased profits derived from the handling of better beef animals 
will have a decided influence in hurrying along the improvement

of all inferior cattle herds. Thus it would seem after due ¢ 
sideration that there really should be but one conclusion attained 
and that the full support and cooperation of all beef interests 

There is little chance of production overlapping demand fi 
the superior article because it requires time to build a high-class 
beef carcass. If Willie Brown’s cows are not qualified to produce 
high-class beef, Willie is operating at a big disadvantage today Pie 
it would seem in keeping with progress that better bulls be used 
and the female progeny retained for replacement. Registered 
beef cattle herds are maintained primarily for the purpose of pro- 
ducing each year a better quality beef bull. These bulls are ayajj. 
able and in a majority of cases at but slightly higher prices than 
many cattle men are now paying for bulls with no improving power 
behind them. There are extensive cattle operators today who have 
installed pure bred herds in order that they might secure for use 
in the range herds high quality bulls at a minimum cost. The 
corn belt farmer who persists in keeping a herd of nondescript 
scrub cattle should not be considered in his attempts to retard this 
better beef movement. His herd is small usually and can very 
easily and quickly be improved through the better sire program, 

it would seem to the Journal, then, that there should be no 
objection from any quarter to the raising of a beef standard that 
would attract patronage and help to build and strengthen the busi- 
ness for the future. As sponsor for the Aberdeen-Angus breed we 
feel that we are voicing the sentiment of the fraternity at large 
when we speak in favor of the better beef campaign now in prog. 
ress. “Our breeders” are working to produce a better carcass, 
They breed for it and they show for it. The ambition of the con- 
structive beef breeder surely is directed to the production of an 
animal that will more fully meet market requirements and in the 
words of Mr. Thorne, the Journal believes that the words “U, §, 
Prime” and “U. S. Choice,” stamped at the instance of the govern- 
ment upon the two top grades of beef will be “worth millions of 
dollars to the organization.” Especially will this be true when 
backed by a carefully planned publicity campaign. 
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IOWA CLUB CALVES 
GO TO MARKET. 

The calves left after selections have been made to send to the 
fairs have been shipped to Chicago and sold under the auspices of 
the International Live Stock Exposition. The second auction was 
held August 24th, when 122 head from five Iowa counties were 
sold at an average price of $10.43 per hundredweight and they 
averaged 854 pounds, bringing practically $89.00 each. So, after 
all, the lads who are less fortunate in their assignments have an 
opportunity to make a little something out of their efforts in a 
monetary way. Besides having had the educational experience, 
which is of untold value to the boys and girls of America. 

The Journal is delighted to see young America take up with 
this club work. Through this activity the cattle industry is as- 
sured of permanency, for from the ranks of today’s club member- 
ship will come the men and women of tomorrow who are to guide 
the destiny of beef making. That they will do the job better than 
“dad” has been able to do it, goes without saying for they have 
so many advantages that were not his. Thousands of these young- 
sters have been guided along by careful, painstaking and intelli- 
gent directors, and as a result really have gathered more infor- 
mation as to type, quality, and what may be expected from their 
feeding operations than dad has been able to assemble during his 
lifetime of “dig it out for himself.”

This is a good time to 
be peeping around after calves for another year.

Promising Prospects for Beef Cattle 
Producers 
(Continued from page 5.) 

three years, the department says. The 
numbers of breeding stock, of cattle on feed, 
and of young stock seem to be materially 
lower than for several years so that reduc- 
tion in the market movement is expected. 


While no considerable reduction in the 
number of stock held by range men was 
made for some time after the break of 
1920, the number of steers has been re- 
duced during the last three or four years, 
accompanied by a less rapid reduction in the 
number of cows. The increasing number 
of cows and heifers now being slaughtered 
indicates further reductions in breeding 
stock still being made. It does not appear, 
therefore, that the number of cows is suf- 
ficient to long maintain the present high 
rate of slaughter, the report shows. 

All indications are for smaller supplies 
of cattle on the markets during the next 
few months also, the department states. 
The movement of all cattle so far during 
1926 has been less than for the same periods 
last year, and the best information from the 
range states indicates a considerably lighter 
run of grass cattle during the next three 
months than a year ago. In the southwest 
there are lighter supplies of cattle avail- 
able than a year ago. As the 1926 calf crop 
was good, the number of calves to be 
offered from the southwest this fall will 
compare favorably with the past three 
years, however. Good range conditions and 
an improved financial situation have placed 
the southwestern cattlemen in a position so 
they would not be forced to sell on an un- 
favorable market. 

The number of cattle in certain areas of 
the northern Great Plains region, which 
have recently suffered from drought, has 
been so reduced already that light move- 
ment may be expected next year, and there 
is a possibility of the cattlemen in that area 
becoming active buyers with changing con- 
ditions. The full extent of the reductions 
which have taken place should be apparent 
by the autumn of 1927 and by that time 
improved conditions might prompt restock- 


ing of the ranges, which would still further 
reduce market supplies. 

No competition from foreign supplies of 
beef or cattle which would affect the situa- 
tion are seen. Present indications are that 
consumptive demand for beef during the 
next twelve months will continue good al- 
though no better and possibly somewhat 
below that of the past year. Increasing 
competition from hogs, especially during 
1927, will also have some influence on beef 
prices. 

The situation in regard to the probable 
demand for feeder cattle this fall is uncer- 
tain. The margin between the present price 
of fed cattle and feeder cattle is excep- 
tionally narrow, and the present prospects 
are for a corn crop considerably smaller 
than last year, but there will be a heavy 
carryover of old corn and the number of 
hogs is still low. 

Prospects for a fair supply of corn, only 
a slight increase in the number of hogs to 
be fed, and a decrease in cattle available for 
feeding will tend to maintain the price of 
feeders on a level slightly higher than that 
which prevailed in the fall of 1925, accord- 
ing to the report. Lighter weight cattle in 
the feedlots will enable feeders to distribute 
market supplies over a longer period and in 
accordance with the movement of prices. 
Together with the reduced supplies, this 
may result in higher prices of fed cattle 
during the winter and spring of 1927 than 
a year earlier. Heavy fed cattle will top 
the market next year if feeders swing too 
heavily to light cattle this fall and winter. 
In the fall of 1927 range cattle prices prob- 
ably will show a marked effect of the im- 
pending shortage and average higher than 
for several years past .
